River Accident At New York—Police 


Announce That Not More Than 
' Two Lives Havs Been Lost—Others 


Believe a Score of People Were 
Drowned. 


N.ew York , Oct. 31—[Special Tele- 


gram to the Gazette j—The' police an- 
nounced this morning that they believed 
only two lives were lost as a result of 
the collision, between the ferry : boat 
Chicago and the steamer City of Augus- 
ta. 
The body of John Bryson, driver of 


a milk,wagon, was recovered and that of 
John Vroom, fireman of the ferry boat, 
missing. 
' 


At noon three more men were reported 
missing. 


New York, Oct. 31—The Pennsvlva- 


ma. feiryboat 'Chicago, plying between 
Jersey City and New York, was cut in 
two by the steamer City of Augusta of 
the Old Dominion steamship line this 
(Tuesday) 
morning on the New York 


side of North river. She went down in 
eight minutes. There 
were' between 


thirty and forty people aboard, four 
being women. 


Most of the people were on the upper 


deck and only half a dozen persons were 
on the lower deck. Most of the. persons 
managed to obtain life preservers. Some 
others who could not obtain them 
about a half dozen in number, swam 
ashore. 
, Estimates made by the persons who 
succeeded in escaping vary widely, some 
thinking it possible that no loss of life 
resulted while others believe that at least 
a score of persons were drawn into the 
whirling vortex as the ferryboat sank.

RAISIN-MAKING IN CALIFORNIA 


Process of Getting the Fruit in Sb»pe 


for Shipment. 


The gang moves in a bunch, clip- 


ping off the . translucent clusters of 
muscatels, arranging them upon the 
trays to shrink and shrivel under the 
ruys of the sun into, the concentrated 
delicacy we know. 
Behind them the 


lines of trays lie, a basking array of 


1 shimmering fruit, and sonie one inter- 
ested is shoving the clusters together, 
that the tray shall be honestly filled, 
for the workers are paid by the tray. 
After two weeks' exposu-e in the dry 
h«at the filled trays are ready to be 
turned so that the grape may be cured 
evenly. This is accomplished by two 
men, 
one on either side, placing an 


empty tray 
'er.the full one, dexter- 


ously reversing if then, carrying the 
upper one with them, repeating the' 
process.on. down the row. It is at this 
stage in the curing that the grape is 
most delectable. The amber is chang- 
ing through ruddy stages' to amethyst, 
and the sun-warmed balls are drops of 
honey—double distilled, so sweet they 
make you long with a great thirst for 
the red water tank shimmering in the 
sunlight forty acres away; 
but you 


must eat and eat, and go on eating 
even while your palate, is cloying with- 
•the sweetness.. In. another week the 
dried grapes are ready for the sweat 
boxes. 
These wide, open boxes con- 


tain from.150 to 160 pounds,..and as the 
raisins become sufficiently cured they 
are sorted from the others and. placed 
therein, the large, perfect clusters and 
the inferior, broken pieces in separate 
boxes. 
They are usually carried to a 


sweating-house, a closed structure, in 
which they soften and moisten evenly, 
the drying having made the stems ex- 
ceedingly brittle; or sirnpV stacked in 
one corner of the packing-house to 
await the grading and packing.—Land 
of Sunshine.

Gen. White-was fully prepared, and

The latter are said to be four 
anfl a_half inch rapid-fire guns brought 
•from the Philomel and served by blue 
jackets. They have a range of 10,000 
yards and throw a fifty-pound shell.

until they reached strong positions, 
•which White naturally refused to at- 
tack. 


It is quite likely that White saw he 


was up against a hard game, and 
rather than take a chance fell back 
In the" direction of his own oarap, in 
the hope that the Bners would seek a.

White 
is said to be supplied with plenty of 
food and ammunition and backed, by 
a force as good as any ever sent into 
the field by Great Britain.
